First concrete evidence of the 
actual distortion and re-writing 
of foreign correspondents’ tele- 
grams by the Japanese censors 
Was received in Reuter’s Shang- 
hai office yesterday, -This was 
shown by the receipt of a mes- 
suge as despatched on July 7 
from Reuter’s Tsingtao corres- 
pondent to Shanghai. 


The message ran: “A Briton, Jock 
Crighton, was stopped ‘by a Japanese 
sentry for smoking a cigarette on 
Wharf this morning. 
Crighton extinguished the cigarette 
and apologised, whereupon the sen- 
try slapped his face," . 


The message - was 
Reuter’s effice in Shiaghal on July 7 
after passing the censor, and ran as 
fur as the word “dpologised” but 
continued: “waereupon the sentry Iet 
him go.” . 


Hitherto the acts of censors fave 
merely been traced to suppression. of 
the whole-of telegrams or the cutting 
out of certain passages.

Corroboration of the Hongkong Telegraph's 


report that milk had 


been coming into the 


Colony from Macao and Canton was given by the 
Chairman at yesterday’s meeting of the Urban 


Council. 


He added ‘that severe warnings had 


been sent to the offending importers. 

The Chairman gave Government’s answers 
to questions on the refugee camps andon the 
segregation of cholera suspects. 


There were present: Mr, R, R- 
Todd (Chalrman),' Hon. Dr. P. 
Sclwyn-Clarke, Hon. Mr. R. M. Hen- 
derson, Hon, Mr, 8. A. ©. North,

F. Bellamy, Dr. S. N. Chau, Mr. _W-

Mr. B. Wong Tape, asked: 

Has the attention of the Council 
been drawn to the report which 
appeared in the Hongkong Tele- 
yraph of July 16 with reference to 
the sale in the Colony of milic im- 
potted from Canton and Macao? 

Has the truth of this report been 
verificd? 

What action is belng taken by this 
Council to ensure that such mills 
Is not belng brought into the Colony? 

The Chairman replied: 

The truth of the report has been 
verified to n certain extent, Steps 
were immediately tnicen to avatch in- 
coming trains and river steamers. 
On the evening of July 16 two men 
carrying four cans of milk were 
followed from the Kowloon Railway 
station to a dairy in Wing Kut Strect. 
The licensee of this dairy has been 
severely warned verbally and in 
writing that no mills which was not 
derived from un registered dairy ot 
milk shop situated in Hongkong or 
Kowloon might be recelved into his 
premises. On July 19 9 can of milk 
was traced from a Macao steamer 
to a dairy at Causeway Bay, 


PROHIBITION CONTEMPLATED 


The licensee of this dalry admit- 
ted that he had been receiving millc 
from Macao and Canton and he 
also has been severely warned ‘ver- 
bally and in writing. The Hongkong 
Telegraph's informant was interview- 
ed by me and gave me the names 
of three other dairics which were 
supposed to have been importing 
milk from Canton or Macao, The 
licensees of these dairies dented the 
allegation but  neverthelesg they 
have been warned. It is Bossible 
that some of the milk which has 
been imported has not passed 
through any registered dairy or milk 
shop but has been sold dircct to 
eating houses and restaurants. 

The question of prohibiting the 
importation of fresh milk from 
ninces outside the Colony, is under 
consideration.

I should lke to 
expand the second answer by saylng 
that Government has under con- 
sideration the construction of a new 
Infectious Diseases Hospital in Kow- 
loon and for the time being they 
have provided funds for the altera- 
tion of the old part of the' prison at 
Laichikek, chiefly for cholera cases.

cribed ag coquettish; but that is 
because it has been ndapted to 
self-defence. , Britain—except 
when Anthony Eden was at.the 
Forcign Office—hag not shone at 
the diplomatic game.

Alexander. He was for nearly thirty-five yeors in the 
employ of the local Government, and held many im- 


portant posts ranging 
Court to Colonial Secretary 


The Hon. William Hastings 
Alexander was born in the 
Madras Presidency of British 
India about the year 1815. He 
was the son of R. Alexander, 
for nearly sixty years in the 
employ of the Honourable East 
India Company, and who until 
his death at the age of 83, was 
Master Attendant of the Com- 
pany’s station at Magulipatam. 
The son apparently received a 
good education not only in India 
bat also in England, but little is 
known definitely of his early 
life until about the year 1845, 
when he entered the service of 
the Hongkong Government as a 
Clerk in the Supreme Court. 


He seems to have made good 
in this appointment, and was 
chosen in 1850 to fill the addi- 
tional post of Deputy Registrar 
in succession to Mr. Frederick 
Smith, deceased. The duties of 
the Deputy Registrarship were 
so capably carried out by the 
new appointee that the adminis- 
tration was delighted; for it had 
been singularly unfortunate in 
its previous candidates for this 
post. First, there had been the 
subsequently disbarred lawyer, 
Mr. Percy  Caulincourt Mc- 
Swyney, who had been so un- 
graciously “sacked,” and then 
there had been Mr, Frederick 
Smith, whose career had been 
sadly terminated ‘by his death 
in Macao, some few. months 
after his assuming the post. 
The duties of the Deputy Re- 
gistrarship must from now on 
have been a rather onerous 
burden; for the Government 
had decided to merge this oflice 
with that of the Clerkship of 
the Court, the reason being, as

the historians of the period 
rather bluntly state, “in order 
to effect a saving of £260 a 
year.” Mr. Alexander, how- 
ever, was fully equal to the 
occasion, and assumed the extra 
duties, with little if any in- 
crease in salary, without com- 
plaint and soon proved to every 
one that he indeed “was the 
very man for the job.” 


Rapid Promotions 


His unbending rectitude and 
unwavering devotion to duty in 
that age when unfortunately a 
goodly number of the officials 
seemed inclined to regard their 
tusks too lightheartedly to rend- 
er efficient service, was so com- 
mended by the public at large, 
that he was favourably regard- 
ed for future promotion. At 
length, in 1860, he was appoint- 
ed Chief Magistrate, and from 
this time onward, his further 
seconding in career was com- 
paratively rapid; for the follow- 
ing year he became Colonial 
Sceretary, which office he occu- 
pied until 1864, and again from 
March 1865 to March 1866. His 
next appointment was that of 
Colonial Treasurer, which post 
he occupied until his final de- 
parture from the Colony late in 
December 1875. Previously, 
however, on September 2, 1875 
he had been nominated by the 
Governor,, Sir John Pope 
Hennessy, to serve on a Com- 
mission appointed under the 
Ordinances of Hongkong. As a 
further instance of the great 
esteem in which' he was univer- 
sally held here, it is necessary 
to mention . that he had also 
been named to the highest 
honorary post in the local ad- 
ministration, namely, that of 
Executive Councillor. 


The years of unfailing ‘de- 
votion to the service of the 
Colonial Government at length 
told upon his health, and he felt 


it polarised to resign, although, 


ingly. The decline of his 
physical powers was viewed 
with regret on the part of the 
community, and upon his de- 
parture for North China in 
order to attempt to recuperate 
his failing health, he was the 
recipient of an address, and the 
public was unanimous in ex- 
pressing the hope that he would 
speedily be able to return 
to the Colony. 


The sincere wishes of the re- 
sidents. were, however, doomed 
to disappointment; for on 
February 10, 1876 the sad news 
reached Hongkong that Mr. 
Alexander had passed away at 
Chefoo.. Upon the receipt of 
the tidings, the Supreme Court 
adjourned for the day in token 
of respect, and many. tributes 
were paid to-his memory. Even 
the Chief Justice of the day, the 
Hon. Sir John Smale, who: ad- 
mitted that .“he didn’t have 
much use for. Mr. Alexander as 
& man”.-paid him a most 
gracious tribute. | zh

This was the keynote of a 
speech on Britain’s world policy 
made.by the Premier last month 
at n National Government Rally 
at Boughton Park, near Ketter- 
ing. 


He also revealed that Britain had 
done nll that was necessory to ensurc 
food supplics in time of war, 


“Although Lam dally subjected to 
barrage of missiles by our “blood- 
thirsty pneifists in the House of Com- 
mons I am none the worse for 1t.” 
said the Premier. 


“It Is na striking fact and a_ tragic 
one that at the present time foreign 
affairs are dominating the minds of 
the people of this country almost to 
the exclusion of subjects which in 
ordinary times would have occupied 
their whole attention,” he continued. 


“Indeed, we are not alone in 
that respect, for I think all the 
peoples of the world are ashing 
themselves this same question, 
“Aro wo to be allowed to live our 
llves In peace or are we to bo 
plunged agalnat our will into 
war?” 


We had won the war in which we 
faught to preserve our free democ- 
racy from forchyn domination and 
dictation, and te maintain the rule 
of order and law rather than the rute 
of farce. 


“Certainly we suceceded in 
preserving our freedom. and If 
our Liberties wero in danger 
again, and if we were suro that 
there was no other way of pre- 
serving them cxcept by war, we 
would fight aroin. 


“It Is those thoughts which have 
made me feel that it was my prime 
duty to strain every nerve to avoid 
a repetition of the Great War in 
Europe. 

PERIL IN SPAIN 


“Byer since the beginning of the 
war in Spain, my colleagues and I 
realised the inherent danger of the 
situation)” 


The situation had been complicated 
by the bombing by General Franco's 
acroplanes of British ships entering 
the zone of hostilities In Spanish 
ports, and the Government had been 
denounced In the House of Commons 
for allowing the British flng to be 
Ansulted.

When he 
heard that the firm was “hammered” 
he at once returned to England.

After she got her glasses buildings 
looked huge, but she hed no precon- 
ceived idea of their shape or appear- 
ance of different types.” 


FELL ‘DOWNSTAIRS 


Cars and people seemed’ to be 
coming straight at her. When blind 
she had not bumped inte. things but 
when she first relicd on sight she did 
and stumbled up and down stairs. 

She thought animals ‘were much 
larger than they turned out to be 
when she went to the Zoo.. 

She imagined bears were as large 
as elephants and the Intter much 
larger still. Dogs and cats did not 
appear larger than she expected, 
probably because she had touched 
them when blind. 

Miss Brewer now says she fs very 
thrilled with life. 

“When I could not:see I felt I was 
at o standstill. Now I feel there is 
so much to do and I can join in every- 
thing with other people,” she added.

J think it is honestly truc that life 
in Scotland is, in many ways, if one 
compares comparable things, poorer 
and inferior to life in England. 

{ think the Scots themselves arc cn* 
tirely to blame for the fact. 

Here are some of the reasons. 


The Value of Courtesy 
plied ena eae 


One of the most important factors, 
in making life generally Pleasant is 
courtesy. It has been written that 
Manners maketh man.” It is cer- 
tainly truce that general good man-~ 
‘ners make for plcasantncss of Iife. 

The manners of many Scots are 
deploroble. Politeness actually scems 
to be considered “soft” in Scotland, 
Brusequeness and rudeness oppear 
to. be mistaken for strength of char- 
‘acter. One of the first things one 
notices’ on visiting the South from 
Scotland is the generally superior 
courtesy of such people as shop as- 


_ sistants, bus conductors, and such- 


jike, Those people do not scent to 
‘thinte it necessary to “stand up for 
themselves” by being brusque or 
surly In manner; and life rttns more 


' smoothly accordingiy.

How much Inconvenience 
and discomfort is caused to motorists 
and the public gencrally by this 
particular plece of unprogressivencss 
it would be dificult to calculate. 
Then, there are Edinburgh road sure 
faces—mast Londoners ynder forty 
have never seen such cobbled roads. 
Then there is Edinburgh street light- 
ing, most of which reminds one of 
Victorinn London; and Edinburgh 
housing and town-planning. 


I wonder what comparison can be 
mnde between the beauty and 
amenity of many of the -municipal 
housing schemes around London and 
the dismal tenements beloved of 
Edinburgh. 


Life is poorer and meaner in Scot- 
lnnd than in England becouse of all 
these things—and you cannot blame 
England for any of them. Why is it 
that, while Scots tend to tead the 
world when they are abroad, in their 
own country they are so backward 
and unprogressive? 


A Stern Religion 


it Is unpleasant to attack things 
which are revered by large numbers 
of -wortliy people, but I cannot help 
thinking that life in Scotland is made 
less happy than it might be by the 
Influence of a stern and Puritanical 
religion. This form of religion has 
deprived the Scottish nation of most 
of the happy and benutiful associa- 
tlons of the great festivals of the 
Christian Church. 


Il ts astonishing for English people 
to discover that Christmas and Eas- 
ter are hardly observed at all in 
Scotland. Apart altogether from 
the religious significance of Easter, 
consider what the worlcing popula- 
tlon of Scotland lose in happiness at 
this time of the year. 


Of the lack of the Christmas spirit 
ft Is even harder to speak in mea- 
sured terms. Christmas is, in Eng- 
land, the happiest time of the year, 
and even the most Irreliglous per- 
son must be affected by the unlver- 
‘sal spirit of kindliness it evokes. I 
fnil to see the associations of the 
Scottish New Year in any way take 
Its place. : '

The pleasantness of life in Scot- 
innd would be much enhanced by the 
more general prevalence of the 
following things:—More general 
courtesy and consideration for 
others; less smug __ self-satisfaction 
with things Scottish as they are;

prove; less grim austerity and sour- 
mouthed Puritanism. And these 
things affect not only the pleasant- 
ness of life, but the prosperity of 
Scotland. If life in England is, in 
general, more genial and pleasant, 
more pervaded by courtesy and hap- 
piness, and less shadowed by a sort 
of early Victorian dullness .and 
gloom, you cannot wonder that the 
best brains of Scotland are tempted 
southward, ; 

Scottish patriotism, instead of 
aveakly blaming England for Scot- 
lands troubles, should attack Scottish 
kill-joys, prudes, and haters of pro- 
gress. For these are the people who 
are harming Scotland,

- MOSCOW. CONFIRMS Germany Blames Russia 


HEAVY CASUALTIES 
AT CHANGKUFENG 


Soviet Leaders “Goalemns In 
Atmosphere of Tension; May 
Face Choice of Peace or War 


Moscow, Aug. 3. 
A communique issued this morning states that all day long on 
Tuesday, Russians and Japanese fought at Changkufeng, with heavy 
easualties on both sides. 


The communique warned that the “continuation of military 
action was pregnant with the most serious consequences, which 
would be considered inevitable.” 


It forecast serious consequences if “the Japanese continue 
aggression on Soviet territory.” 


The communique stated that artillery and aviation bombard- 
ment. was employed, indicating that it was the biggest engagement 
so far at Changkufeng. 


M. Josef Stalin conferred with defence leaders in an 
atmosphere of reserve and watchfulness like times of crisis when 


governments fear they may be called definitely to choose between 
peace and war. 


” Meanwhile there are strong indications that Russia’s 1,000,000 
' troops in the Far East are moving up to the Manchukuo border.—- 
United Press. 


MOVING TOWARDS FRONTIER 
Peiping, Aug. 3. 

Reliable sources assert that the Japanese have 
received reports that Sheng Shih-tai (Governor of 
Sinkiang appointed by the Central Government and 
controlle oviet Russia) is moving troops eastward. 

The movement is believed to have started three 
weeks ago. 

Since Sinkiang troops are Soviet trained, the 
movement may account for the report that Soviet troops 
have been massing on the frontier of Outer and Inner

You should use 
a lotion to prevent sunburn. 

You must, on the other hand, put 
on plenty of emollient cream or oll 
after your exposure to the sun. 

If you are ane who can sunbathe 
with impunity, you have a choice 
between the same greascless lotion 
or a new olly ercam which protests 
from the burning rays ond is at the 
same time an emollient. Being 
ureasy, thig may increase the ten- 
dency to tan, but it will prevent un- 
due drying of an already dry skin. 
Greasy skins are usually better 
suited by the lotion mentioned. 

Q.--How can 1 prevent my nose 
getting more sunburnt than the rest 
of my facc? 

A.—The only way is to wear a hat 
or cycshade occasionally to give it 
a rest. 

Q.—What is the shade bath you 
mentioned? 

A—Well, it is hardly worth call- 
ing such a “grand name; its simply 
resting in the shade, Only sO many 
people forget sunbathing is often not 
at all restful, as‘the pody js fully 
occupied — altering jts metabolism; 
you can imugine that turning 4 
White body brown in a short space 
of time ecnils for great energy on 
the part of the skin cells. 

That is another’ renson for not 
spending too long in the sun at first; 
at the first sign of feeling dizzy or 
hendaghy, go and take your shade 
bath. Lic completely relaxed, pre- 
ferably under trees, if possible on 
one of those pneumatic mattresses. 
This is a ren) beauty treatment, and 
should form part of every holiday. 


Q.—Should I scabathe after tying 
in the sun, or before? 

A.—Before is best. A good morn- 
ing routine fs as follows: An hour 
after breakfast, swim or dip. in the 
sea.

Five Judges To

To decide a legal problem 

of “desertion” under 
Mr. A. P. Herbert’s new 
Marriage Act, a test case is 
shortly to come before a 
specially constituted court 
of all five judges of the 
Divorce Division. 


The Act enables a divorce to 
be granted on proof of desertion 
for three years, but there can 
be no desertion ‘if husband and 
wife live apart under a deed of 
separation, 

It has been suggested, however, 
that such a deed can be repudiated. 

A number of suits have been 
filed in which o plea of repudia- 
tion Is made ond a period of 
threo years’ subsequent “descr- 

tion” sct out. 5 

The court will be asked to decide 
whether this is desertion within the 
meaning of the Act. 

The court will also be asked to 
decide whether a man can success- 
fully plead that his wife has deserted 
him when he himself -has committed 
adultery after the date of the alleged 
desertion. 

Some lawyers take the view that 
misconduct puts an end to the “de- 
sertion” by the other party,

Hus the attention of the Council 
been drawn to the report which 
appeared in the Hongkong Telc-~ 
graph of July 16 with reference to 
the sale in the Colony of milk Im- 
ported from Canton and Macao? 

Hos the truth of this report been 
verified? 

What action is being taken by this 
Counc!i to ensure that such milk 
jis not being, brought into the Colony? 

The Chalrman replied: 

The truth of the repert has been 
verified to a certain extent, Steps 
were Immediately taken to wrtch in- 
coming, trains and river steamers. 
On the evening of July 16 two men 
carrying four cans of milk were 
followed from the Kowloon Rallway 
station to a datry in Wing Kut Strect. 
The Neensee of this dairy has been 
severely warned verbally ound in 
writings that no milk which was not 
derived from a registered dairy or 
muk shop situated in’ Hongicong or 
Kowloon might be recelved into his 
premises, On July 19 a can of mills 
wis do from oa) Macao steamer 
to a dairy at Causeway Bay. 


PROHIBITION CONTEMPLATED 


The Heensee of this dairy admit- 
fed that he had been recelving mill 
from Macao and Canton and he 
also has been severely warned ver- 
bally and in writing. The Hongkong 
Telegraph's informant was interview- 
ed by me und gave me the names 
of three other dairies which were 
supposed to have been importing, 
milk from Canton or Macao, The 
Heensees of these dairies denied the 
allegation but nevertheless they 
have been warned. It ts possible 
that some of the milk which has 
been imported has not passed 
through any registered dairy or mille 
shop but has been sold direct to 
eating houses and restaurants, 

The question of prohibiting the 
Importation of fresh milk from 
places outside the Colony, Is under 
consideration.

coup. Mussolini's 
diplomacy in the years immedi- 
ately preceeding the DVthiopian 
adventure was of an admittedly 
high standard. He successfully 
removed obstacles to his ambi- 
tions by playing off Germany 
against France,

and keeping 
guessing and 
a sort of doubting 
lethargy until he was satisfied 
that the risk was not too great. 
Then he struck. Hitler has 
played an equally astute game 
—and won. Poland, delientely 
balancing herself. between Rus- 
sin and Germany, and flirting 
with France at the same time, 
ig effectively utilising a system 
of diplomacy possibly best des- 
eribed ng coquettish; but that is 
because it has been adapted to 
self-defence. Britain—except 
when Anthony Eden was at the 
Foreign Office—has not shone at 
the diplomatic game. America 
rarely plays it. For the rest of 
the powers, with the possible 


exception of some of. the lesser 


European states, their methods 
are mostly unfathomable in 
diplomatic affairs, or elso so 
confused and insincere as to be 
unworthy of consideration. That 
is usually because the . best- 
meaning of diplomats may. not 
speak for his Government; or 
because somo influence may be 
at work behind the scenes at 
home which will force the 
Foreign OMce into a: false posi- 
tion and leave it to extricate: it- 
self and its ambassadors while 
the “party in power” goes its 
own sweet, careless. way.

NE of the early Civil Servants of Hongkong, whose 


appointment initiated a “wholesome era” in the 


official life of the Colony, was the Hon. William Hastings 
Alexander. He was for nearly thirty-five years in the 
employ of the local Government, and held many im- 
portant posts ranging from that of Clerk in the Supreme 


Court to Colonial Secretary 


The Hon. William Hastings 
Alexander was born in the 
Madras Presidency of British 
India about the year 1816. He 
was the son of R. Alexander, 
for nearly sixty years in the 
employ of the Honourable Kast 
India Company, and who until 
his death at the age of 83, was 
Master Attendant of the Com- 
pany’s station at Masulipatam. 
The son apparently received a 
gvod education not only in India 
but also in England, but little in 
known definitely of his early 
life until about the year 1845, 
when he entered the service of 
the Hongkong Government as a 
Clerk in the Supreme Court. 


Me seems to have made good 
in this appointment, and was 
chosen in 1860 to fill the addi- 
tional post of Deputy Registrar 
in succession to Mr. Frederick 
Smith, deceased. The duties of 
the Deputy Registrarship were 
so capably carried out by the 
new appointee that the adminis- 
tration was delighted; for it had 
been singularly unfortunate in 
its previous candidates for this 
post. First, there had been the 
subsequently disbarred lawyer, 
Mr. Percy Caulincourt = Mce- 
Swyney, who had been so un- 
graciously “sacked,” and then 
there had been Mr, Frederick 
Smith, whose carcer had been 
sadly terminated by his death 
in Macao, some few months 
after his assuming the post. 
The duties of the Deputy Re- 
gistrarship must from now on 
have been a rather onerous 
burden; for 
had decided to merge this office 
with that of the Clerkship of 
the Court, the reason being, as

the historians of the period 
rather bluntly state, ‘in order 
to effect a saving ,of £260 a 
year.” Mr. Alexander, hotv- 
ever, was fully equal to the 
occasion, and assumed the extra 
duties, with little if any — in- 
crease in salary, without com- 
plaint and soon proved to every 
one that he indeed ‘‘was the 
very man for the job.” 


Rapid Promotions 


His unbending rectitude and 
unwavering devotion to duty in 
that age when unfortunately o 
goodly number of the officials 
seemed inclined to regard their 
tasks too lightheartedly to rend- 
er eflicient service, was so com- 
mended by the public at large, 
that he was favourably regard- 
ed for future promotion. At 
length in 1860, he wus appoint- 
ed Chief Magistrate, and from 
this time onward, his further 
seconding in career was com- 
paratively rapid; for the follow- 
ing year he became Colonial 
Seeretary, which office he occu- 
pied until 1864, and again f,om 
March 1865 to March 1866. His 
next appointment was that of 
Colonial Treasurer, which’ post 
he occupied until his final de- 
parture from the Colony late in 
December = 1875. Previously, 
however, on September 2, 1875 
he had been nominated by the 
Governor, Sir Arthur E. 
Kennedy, to serve on a Com- 
mission appointed under the 
Ordinances of Hongkong. As a 
further instance of the great 
esteem in which he was univer- 
sally held here, it is necessary 
to mention that he had also 
been named to’ the highest 
honorary post in the local ad- 
ministration, namely, that of 
Executive Councillor. : 


The years of unfailing de- 
votion to the service of the 
Colonial Government at length 
told upon his health, and he felt 
it incumbent to resign, although, 
it must be stated, very unwill- 
ingly. The decline of his 
physical powers was viewed 
with regret on the part of the 
community, and upon his de- 
parture for North China in 
order to attempt to recuperate 
his failing health, he was the 
recipient of an address, and the 
public was unanimous in exe 
pressing the hope that he would 
speedily be able to return 
to the Colony. 


The sincere wishes of the re- 
sidents were, however, .doomed 
to. disappointment; for on 
February 10, 1876 the sad news 
reached Hongkong that Mr. 
Alexander had passed away at 
Chefoo, Upon the receipt of 
the tidings, the Supreme Court 
adjourned for the day jin token 
of respect, and many tributes 
were paid to his memory. Even 
the Chief Justice of the day, the 
Hon. Sir John Smale, who ad- 
mitted that “he didn’t - have 
much use for Mr. Aloxander as 
8a man” paid him ai most 
Bracious tribute. 


Tho Legislative Council, 
moreover, as a concrete mode of 
expressing the respect felt by 
the community as a whole, vot- 
ed his widow a gratuity of 
$1,920, ; ae

Shanghai, Aug. 3. 

First concrete evidence of the 
actual distortion and re-writing 
of foreign correspondents’ tele- 
grams by the Japanese censors 
was received in Reuter’s Shang- 
hai office yesterday. This was 
shown by the receipt of a mes- 
sage as despatched on July 7 
from Reuter’s Tsingtao corres- 
pondent to Shanghai. 

The message ran: “A Briton, Jock 
Crighton, was stopped by a Japanese 
sentry for smoking a clgaretie on 
Commercial Wharf this morning.

WHY BLAME ENGLAND? 


'N this article I propose to commit 
a deadly sin. I propose to cri-~ 
ticise Scotland, and to make some 
comparisons between Scots and 
English, which will not be—as is the 
vsunl hablt in Scotland—all to the 
advantage of the former. 


Before doing so, it Is perhaps to 
me to cxpiain the renson for such 
temerity. Admittedly it Is ungracious 
to attacike anyone without provoca- 
tion, and, also admittedly, it would 
be a pity to foster any bad fecling 
between sister nations of the British 
Empire. 


and excuse lie in 
the fact that 1 find an increasing 
habit among Scottish people, when 
they do bring themselves to find 
anything to criticise in their beloved 
land, to blame England for it, This 
seems to me a vcry weal and un- 
worthy habit. 1 find also—but this 
certainly chiefly in ignorant and un- 
educated circles—a tendency to dls- 
parage England, and to use the word 
“English” with a slightly contemptu- 
ous intonation which strikes me as 
the height of vitupid impertinence. 


I think it is honestly true that life 
in Seotland is, in many ways, if one 
compares comparable things, poorer 
and Inferior to Ife in England. 

I think the Scots themscives are en- 
tirely to ‘blame for the fact.’ 

Here are some of the reasons. 


The Value of Courtesy 


hcednaenn epee 

One of the most important factors 
in making life generally pleasant js 
courtesy, It has been written that 
“Vfonners maketh man.” It is cer- 
tainly true that general good man- 
ners make for pleasantness of life. 

The manners of many Scots are 
deplorable. Politeness actually seems 
to be considered “soft” in Scotland. 
Brusequeness and rudeness appear 
to be mistaken for strength of char 
acter. One of the first things one 
notices on visiting the South from 
Scotland is the generally superior 
courtesy of such people 4s shop as- 
aistants,-bus conductors, and such- 
fike, Those people do not scem ta 
_ think 
themselves’ by being brusque or 
surly in manner; and life runs more 
smoothly accordingly. 


The contrast is particularly 
noticcable {n children. The average 
English small boy is perfect gen- 
tleman compared with the Scottlsh 
boy of a similar class, ‘but no doubt 
the Intter would refer to the former 
asa et Remptia nae he knows how 
to be polite. It ja certainly a pecu- 
Yar national characteristic, and. one 
wonders whether, even apart from 
its unpleasantness, {t is rently com- 
monsense. For in many ways poli- 
fteness pays. ;

The Minister of Transport recently 
referred, with mild sarcasm, to the 
fact that, while every up-to-date city 
jn the world is scrapping tramways, 
there ore two cities which appear to 
consider themselves insulted if such 
a possibility Is mentioned. They 
are, of course, Edinburgh and 
Glasgow. How much inconvenience 
and discomfort is caused to motorists 
and the public generally by this 
particular piece of unprogressiveness 
it would be difficult to calculate. 
Then, there are Edinburgh road sur- 
faces-—most Londoners under forty 
have never seen such cobbled ronds. 
Then there Is Edinburgh strect Nght- 
ing, most of which reminds one of 
Victorian London; and Edinburgh 
housing and town-planning. 3: 


instinctively. To 


{1 wonder what comparison can be 
made between the beauty and 
amenity of many of the municipal 
housing schemes around Londen and 
the dismal tenements beloved of 
Edinburgh. 


Life is.poorer and meaner in Scot- 
land than‘in England because of all. 
these things—ond you cannot blame 
England for any of them. Why is it 
that, while Scots tend, to lead the 
world when they are abroad, in their 
own country’ they -are so backward 
ond unprogressive? 


A Stern Religion 


It {s.unpleasant to altack things 
which are;reverdd by large numbers 
of worthy, peoplé, but: I cannot help 
thinicing that lifd-in Scotland ls made 
less happy than it might be by the 
influence of a stern ond Purltanical 
religion. This form of religion has 
deprived the Scottish natlon of most 
of the happy and besutiful associa- 
tions of the -great festlvals of the 
Christian Church, 


It is-astonlshing for English people 
to discover that Christmas and Eas- 
ter: ure, hardly observed at all in 
Scotland. Apart altogether from 
the religious significance of Easter, 
consider what the working popula- 
tlon of Scottand lose in happiness at 
this time of the year. 


Of the lack of the Christmas spirit 
it 1s even harder to speak in mea- 
sured terms, Christmas js, In Eng- 
land, the happlest time of the year, 
and even the most Irreligious per- 
gon must be affected by the univer- 
sol spirit of kindHness it evokes. I 
fall to sec the associations of the 
Scottish New Year In any way take 
its place. 


Scottish religion, while removing 
such happy festivals and holidays os 
these from the national life, provides 
what it enlls the “Scottish Sabbath.” 
And {ts chief object secms to make 
that day ag dull and dismal os possi- 
ble., The astonishing thing is that 
the. Yéry Church which objects most 
to any Sabbath fs tho one which pro- 
vides the least opportunities for re- 
Mglous obsarvance, EngUsh churches 
ore open, and-‘used, for Worship both 
on Sundaya and week-dnys far more 


- than are Scottish churches, so that 


it would hardly appear that the aus- 
terity of the ‘Scottish Sabbath" 
advances the cause of religion in 
Scotland. And such austerity cere 


tainly does not tend to advance the 
health or happiness of the, nation. 
One wonders how soon those who 
belfeye in national fitness are going 
to notice that in Scotland, more than 
In any other’ country, decent healthy 
games are tabooed on the one day 
of the week when most workers are 
free to enjoy them. 


The Way to Betterment 
a 


The pleasantness of life in Scot- 
land would be much enhanced by the 
more general prevalence of the 
following things:—More. general 
courtesy and’ consideration for 
others; less smug _ self-satisfaction 
with things Scottish as they arc} 
more willingness. to alter and_im- 
provo; less grim austerity and sour- 
mouthed Puritanism. And these 
things affect not only the pleasant- 
ness of life, but the prosperity of 
Scotland. If life In England Is, in 
general, more genial ond pleasant, 
more pervaded by courtesy and hap- 
piness, and less shadowed by, a sort 
of early Victorian duliness and 
gloom, you cannot wonder that the 
best brains of Scotland sre tempted 
southward. 

Scottish patriotism, instead of 
‘veakly blaming England for Scot- 
lands troubles, should attack Scottish 
kill-Joys, prudes, and haters of pro- 
uress, For these are the people who 
are harming Scotland. - :

Tt is worth remembering that you 
wet the health-giving effect of the 
sun owearlng an ordinary cotton 
frock, Always wear tinted glasses, 
and protect the nape of your neck 
and your head. 

Q.—How long must [ sunbathe the 
first. tle? 

A—It is diMcult to overemphasise 
the fact that there is no rule of 
thumb about this; in general one can 
say that dark+skinned people can 
stand the sun better than falr people. 
On the other hand, some skins, 
whieh flush ond smuert easily, can 
stand almost any amount of sun in 
gradunted doses without ill effects. 

But if your skin gets very red 
when exposed to sunshine in the 
ordinary way, it means your must 
beware; never lie In the sun with- 
out adequate protection, and never 
for more than a few minutes at a 
time in its full glare. Say three 
minutes the first day, gradually in- 
creasing up to 10 or 20 minutes. 

On the other hand, if you habitu- 
ally walk about hatless, and find 
that your arms when wearing short 
sleeves fO a pleasant brown with- 
out first turning red, you are prob- 
ably one of those people who can 
walk or lic around in the sun for 
hours and like ft.

A 
sensitive sin can get inflamed even 
on, a suniess day.

You must, on the other hand, put 
on plenty of emollient cream or oil 
ufter your exposure to the sun. 

If you are one who can sunbathe 
with impunity, you have no choice 
between the same greaseless lotion 
or a new oily ¢eream which protests 
from the burning rays and is at the 
same time an emollient. Being 
mreasy, this may Increase the ten- 
dency to tan, but it will prevent un- 
due drying of an alrendy dry skin. 
Greasy skins are usually better 
suited by the lution mentioned. 

Q—How can I prevent my nose 
yetting more sunburnt than the rest 
of my face? 

A.— The only way ts to wear a hat 
or eyeshade occasionally to give it 
ih rest. 

Q—What is the shade bath you 
mentioned? 

A.—Well, !t is hardly worth call- 
ing such o grand name; its simply 
resting in the shade. Only so muny 
people forget sunbathing is often not 
at all restful, as the body is fully 
occupied altering Its metabolism; 
you cin imagine that turning a 
White body brown in a short space 
ot time calls for great energy on 
the part of the skin cells. 

That is another reason for not 
spending too long in the sun at first;

ENVY AND ANTAGONISM °' 

“As a nation of unrivalled power in 
world possessions, Great Britain is tn 
fn position to ‘command the respect I 
so very willingly accord her, And I 
should Ilse to say how much I envy 
what appears on the assets” side of 
her balance sheet, both as o nation 
and in character of her people. I say 
this fully realising, that only ao fine 
dividing Une can be drawn between 
envy and active antagonism, but as 
between nations it is well to be frank 
and to hold in check those sentiments 
so apt io bring. about calamitous 
results in our relationships. 

“Therefore, although—and it |s 
common knowledge that the same ts 
true of the Japanese o5 a natlon—we 
envy you your material and physical 
resources, our diplomacy should be 
tempered by business good sense to 
confine this sentiment within safe 
limits, We reullse our shortcomings 
and must needs be content to 
emulate our Western cousins in 
equipping ourselves for the demands 
which the future will make on us,”” 


“OPEN DOOR” POLICY 

Viscount Inouye commented upon 
the effects of the Open Duor policy in 
Manchukuo, where he had been 
stationed for some time. 

“British friends of mine In Tokyo 
have often cumplained to me that 
with the ereation of the new state 
and the introduction of the so-called 
“Open Door" policy British trade 
with that country has very much 
decreased, Their complaints muy be 
justified in view of the fact that at 
the time Manchukuo's Independence 
was established, Japan concluded an 
allied defence pact with the new 
State. Under the terms of this pact 
the former country supplies the bulk 
of Manchukuo's requirements for 
war materials, To this — extent 
British exports of. such materials 
must huve declined apprecinbly, In 
a similar way the British American 
Tobucco Company has doubtless 
noticed the adverse effect which the 
Introduction of Government .control 
must have produced on its sales of 
that commodity.” 

“NOT UNFRIENDLY” 

As regards Sovict Russia, Viscount 
Inouye, said briefly that Japan could 
not afford to negicct the possibélity 
of any threat to her existence, al- 
though “relations between the two 
countries were not unfriendly.” 

Viscount Inouye, who has not 
visited Hongkony since 1902, since 
his activities have been confined. for 
the most part to North China, sald 
that he was looking forward to his 
tour in the South,

QNE of the carly Civil Servants of Hongkong, whose 

appointment initiated 2 “wholesome era” in the 
official life of the Colony, was the Hon. William Hastings 
Alexander. He was for nearly thirty-five years in the 
employ of the local Government, and held many im- 


portant 


posts ranging from that of Clerk in the Supreme 


Court to Colonial Secretary and Executive Councillor. 


The Hon. William Hastings 
Alexander was born in the 
Madras Presidency of British 
India about the year 1815. He 
was the son of R. Alexander, 
for nearly sixty years in the 
employ of the Honourable East 
India Company, and whe until 
his death at the age of 83, was 
Master Attendant of the Com- 
pany’s station at Masulipatam. 
The son apparently received a 
good education not only in India 
but also in England, but little is 
known definitely of his early 
life until about the year 18465, 
when he entered the service of 
the Hongkong Government as a 
Clerk in the Supreme Court. 


He seems to have made gvod 
in this appointment, and was 
chosen in 1850 to fill the addi- 
tional post of Deputy Registrar 
in succession to Mr. Frederick 
Smith, deceased. The duties of 
the Deputy Registrarship were 
so capably carried out by the 
new appointee that the adminis- 
tration was delighted; for it had 
been singularly unfortunate in 
its previous candidates for this 
Post. 
subsequently disbarred lawyer, 
Mr. Perey  Caulincourt Mec- 
Swyney, who had been so un- 
graciously “sacked,” and then 
there had been Mr, Frederick 
Smith, whose career had been 
sadly terminated by his death 
in Macao; some few months 
after his assuming the post. 
The duties of the Deputy Re- 
gistrership must from now on 
have been a rather onerous 
burden; for the. Government 
had decided to merge this office 
with that of the Clerkship of 
the Court, the reason being, as 


ingless pledges but makes fu-

At the moment the world is 
being treated to another display 
of diplomacy. Russia and 
Japan continue to hurl protests 
at one another’s capitals while 
cach strives mightily to put the 
blame for any unhappy incidents 
on the Manchukuo frontier upon 
the other; and simultaneously, 
the Foreign Offices and Cabinets 
of both countries are obviously 
reluctant to take any step fromm 
which thero can be no retrent 
without loss of thonour and 
prestige. Meanwhile, acting 
apparently on their own initia- 
tive, the military forces con- 
tinue to complicate the situatiun 
and daily create bigger and 
better difficultics for their fran- 
tic diplomats to juggle with. 
That sort of thing becomes far- 
cical very rapidly. It piles evi- 
dence on tho side of those who 
argue that diplomacy is a use- 
less function between Govern- 
ments and creates more enemies 


than friends, _ mee 


First, there had been the’ 


the historians of the period 
rather bluntly state, ‘in order 
toe effect a saving of £250 a 
yenr.’ Mr. Alexander, how- 
ever, was fully equal to the 
occasion, and assumed the extra 
duties, with little if any in- 
crease in salary, without com- 
plaint and soon proved to every 
one that he indeed ‘“‘was the 
very man for the job.” 


Rapid Promotions 


His unbending rectitude and 
unwavering devotion to duty in 
that age when unfortunately a 
goodly number of the officials 
seemed inclined to regard their 
tasks too lightheartedly to rend- 
er efficient service, was so com- 
mended by the public at large, 
that he was favourably regard- 
ed for future promotion. At 
length in 1860, he was appoint- 
ed Chief Magistrate, and from 
this time onward, his further 
seconding in carecr was com- 
paratively rapid; for the follow- 
ing year he became Colonial 
Secretary, which office he occu- 
pied until 1864, and again from 
March 1865 to March 1866. His 
next appointment was that of 
Colonial, Treasurer, which” post 
he occupied until his final de- 
parture from the Colony late in 
December 1875. Previously, 
however, on September 2, 1875 
he had been nominated by the 
Governor, Sir Arthur E. 
Kennedy, to serve on a Com- 
mission appointed under the 
Ordinances of Hongkong. As a 
further instance of the great 
esteem in which he was univer- 
sally held here, it is necessary 
to mention that he had also 
been named to the highest 
honorary post in the local ad- 
ministration, namely, that of 
Exceutive Councillor. 


The years of unfailing de- 
votion to the service of the 
Colonial Government at length 
told upon his health, and he felt 


it incumbent to resign, although, 


it must be stated, very unwill- 
ingly. The decline ‘of his 
physical powers was viewed 
with regret on the part of the 
community, and upon his de- 
parture for North China in 
order to attempt to recuperate 
his failing health, he was the 
recipient of an address, and the 
public was’ unanimous in ex- 
pressing the hope that he would 
speedily be able to réturn 
to the Colony. 


The sincere wishes of the re- 
sidents were, however, doomed 
to disappointment; for on 
February 10, 1876 the sad news 
reached Hongkong that Mr. 
Alexander had passed away at 
Chefoo. Upon the receipt of 
the tidings, the Supreme Court 
adjourned for the day in token 
of respect, and many tributes 
were paid to his memory. Even 
the Chief Justice of the day, the 
Hon. Sir John Smale, who ad- 
mitted that “he didn’t have 
much use for Mr. Alexander as 
a man” paid ‘him a most 
gracious tribute. 


The Legislative Council, 
moreover, as a concrete mods of 
expressing the respect felt by 
tho-community as a whole, vot- 
ed his widow a gratuity of 
$1,920, : ‘

First Concrete 
Evidence 


Face -Slapping 


Incident 


Shanghai, Aug. 3. 

First conerete evidence of the 
actual distortion and re-writing 
of foreign correspondents’ tele- 
grams by the Japunese censors 
was received in Heuter’s Shang- 
hai office yesterday. This was 
shown by the receipt of a mes- 
suge as despatched on July 7 
from Reuter’s Tsingtao corres- 
pondent to Shanghai. 

The message ran; "A Briton, Jock 
Crighton, was stopped by a Japanese 
sentry for smoking a clyarette on 
Commerciul Wharf this morning. 
Crighton extinguished the cigarette 
and apologised, whereupon the sen- 
try slapped his face.” 

he message was hunded — to 
Reuter’s office in Shanghal on July 7 
after passing the censor, and ran of 
far as the word “apologised” but 
continued; “whereupon the sentry let 
him go.” 

Hitherto the acts of censors have 
merely been traced to suppression of 
the whole of telegrams or the cutting 
out of certain passages, This js the 
first recorded incident of uctual in- 
seruion of u different text by the 
censors.—-Reuter,

WHY BLAME ENGLAND ? 


N this article Po propose to eurmat 
a deadly sin,  P propose to erie 
tlelse Seotland, and to make some 
comparisons — between Scots and 
English, which will not be us is the 
usual hablt in Scotland. all to the 
advantage of the former 


Before doing so, ilo ly perhaps to 
me to explain (he renson for such 
temerity. Admittedly tt a ungractous 
to attack unyone wilbeut provocu= 
tlon, and, also admittedly, it would 
be oa pity to foster any bad) feeling 
between sister nations of the tritah 
Lemplire. 


My provecntion and excuse te tn 
the fact that 1 find an increasing 
hibit among Scottish people, when 
they do bring themselves to find 
anything to erllicise in thetr beloved 
land, to blame Engiand for tH "Philp 
seems to men very weak und un- 
worthy habit [find also--but= this 
certainly chletly in ignorant and un- 
educated eireles--a tendency to dis- 
parage England, and to use the word 
“English” with a slightly contemptu- 
ous intonation which strikes me us 
the height of stupid impertinence. 


I think it Is honestly true that Hfe 
in Scotland is, In many ways, If one 
compares comparable things, poorer 
and inferior to life in England. And 
I think the Scots themselves are en- 

. tirely to blame for the fact. 

Here are some of the reusons. 


The Value of Courtesy 


One of the most important factors 
in mating life generally pleasant is 
courtesy. It has been written that 
“Manners maketh man.” It Is cer- 
tuinly true that general good man- 
ners make for pleasantnesa of Hfe. 

The manners of many Scots are 
deplorable. Politeness actually seems 
to be considered “soft" in Scotland. 
Brusequeness and rudencss appear 
to be mistaken for strength of char- 
acter, One of the first things one 
notices on visiting the South from 
Scotland is the generaliy superior 
courtesy of such people as shop as- 
sistunts, bus- conductors, and such- 
like, Those people do not ‘scem to 
think it necessary to “stand up for 
themselves" by being brusque or 
surly in manner; and life runs morc 
smoothly accordingly. 


“ The contrast is particularly 
noticeable in children. The average 
English small boy fs a perfect gen- 
tleman compared with the Scottish 
boy of a slmilar class, but no doubt 
tho latter would refer to the former 
os a “sissy’—because he knows how 
to be polite. It is certainly a pecu- 
liar national characteristle, and ono 
wonders whether, even apart from 
its unpleasantness, it is really com- 
monsense, For in many, ways poli- 
teness pays. we 


The cultivation of more general 
hobito of courtesy would do much 
to make Ilfe run more smoothly in 
Scotland. You cannot -blame Eng- 
land for the fact that Scotland lags 
in thts matter. And you cannot 
blame England tf English shop- 
kecepors, with their up-to-date fdcas 
of courtesy and public service, tend 
to ouct the old Scottish traders even 
in the enpitat of Scotland. 


Dislike of Change 


.. The Scots—nt least those who siny 
{n ..Scotinnd—must be one of the 
most unprogressive races {in the 
world. Change scems to be disliked

mistinetively "Po return to dine 
burgh after a visit lo London is lke 
gotny back thirty years in tine. The 
capital of Scotland has recently been 
referred to ns ou “museum and a 
mausoleum.” She is certainly, in 
ber refusal to progress, rnupldly 
qualifying as a museum. 

The Minister of Transport recently 
referred, wlth mild sarcasm, to the 
fuel that, while every up-to-date city 
in the world is scrapping: tramways, 
there wre two cities whieh appear to 
consider themselves insulted If such 
a possibility is mentioned. They 
are, Of course, Edinburgh and 
Glasgow. How much tnconvenience 
and discomfort is caused to motorists 
and the public generally by this 
particular piece of unprogressiveness 
{t whbuld be diMicult to calculate. 
Then, there are Edinburgh road sur- 
faces —most Londoners under forty 
have never seen such cobbled roads. 
Then there is Edinburgh steeet tybt- 
ing, most of which reminds one of 
Victorian London; and 9 Edinburgh 
housing and town-planntiy 


I wonder what comparison can be 
made between the beauty and 
amenity of many of the muntcipil 
housing schemes around London and 
the dismul tenements beloved of 
Edinburgh. 


Life is poorer and meaner in Scolt- 


land than in England because of all at 
these things—and you cannot blame 


England for any of them. Why is it 
that, while Scots tend to lead the 
world when they are abroad, In their 
own country they are so backward 
and unprogressive? 


A Stern Religion 


It is unpleasant to attack things 
which are revered by large numbers 
of worthy people, but I cannot help 
thinking that life in Scotland is made 
lesa happy than it might be by the 
influence of a stern and Puritanical 
religion. This form of religion hos 
deprived the Scottish nation of most 
of the happy and beautiful assocta- 
tions of the rent festivals of the 
Christian Church. 


It is astonishing for English people 
to discover that Christmas and Ens- 
ter are hardly observed at all in 
Scotland. Apart altogether from 
the religlous significance of Easter, 
consider what the working populn- 
tion of Scotland lose In happiness at 
this tlme of the year. 


Of the lack of the Christmas spirit 
it is even harder to speak in men- 
sured terms. Christmas is, in Eng- 
land, the happlest time of the year, 
ond even the most irreligious per- 
son must be affected by the univer- 
sal spirit of kindliness it evokes. I 
fail to see the associations of the 
Scottish New Year in any way take 
‘dts: place, 


Scottish religion, while removing 
such happy festivals and holidays as 
these from‘the natlonal life, provides 
what it-calls the “Scottish Sabbath." 
And its chief object scems to make 
that day as dull.and dismal aos possl- 
ble. The astonishing thing fg that 
the very Church which objects most 
to any Sabbath js the one Which pro- 
vides the lenst opportunities for re- 
Nglous observance. English churches 
are open, and used, for worship both 
on Sundays and week-days far more 
than are Scottish churches, so that 
it would hardly appear that the aus- 
terlty of the “Scottish Sabbath” 
advances the cause of religion jn

tainly does not tend to advance the 
health or happiness of the nation. 
One wonders how soon thuse who 
belleve in national fitness are going 
to notice that In Scotland, more than 
in any other country, decent healthy 
games are tabooecd on the one day 
of the week when most workers are 
free to enjoy them, 

The Way 


to Betterment 


The pleasantness of Hfe in Scot- 
land would be much enhanced by the 
more gencral prevalence of the 
following: things: —More general 
courtesy and consideration — for 
others; less smug self-satlsfaction 
with things Scottish as they are; 
more willingness to alter and im- 
prove; less grim austerity and sour- 
mouthed Puritanism. And these 
things affect not only the pleasant- 
ness of life, but the prosperity of 
Scotland. If Hfe in England fs, In 
gencral, more genial and pleasant, 
tore pervaded by courtesy and hap- 
plness, and less shadowed by a sort 
of early Victorian duliness and 
Kloom, you cannot wonder that the 
best brains of Scotland are tempted 
southward, 

Scottish patriotism, instead of 
weakly blaming England for Scot- 
lands troubles, should attack Scottish 
kIll-joys, prudes, and haters of pro- 
Kress. For these are the people who 
harming Scotland,

Three weeks ago, the girl’s mother 
received a Jetter usking her to come 
to Hongkong and redeem the girl, 
and she arrived here on July 20. On 
going to the defendant's house, she 
wus met by a request for $150 be- 
fore the glrl would be released. Not 
having thia sum with her, the mother 
returned to the country, and came 
back to Hongkong on Saturday with 
$100, which was all she could get. 
She again approached Szeto, who 


_refused to allow the girl to go until 


the full sum was paid. The girl's 
mother then reported the mutter to 
the S.C.A. : 

The girl, continued Inspector 
Fraser, recelved ample food and 
clothing from defendant, and was 
net il-treated. She received no 
wages for her work, but was given 
an ocensional tip by way of “lucky 
money.”

When the Soviet troops were about 
200 metres away, the Japanese 
troops gallantly counter-attacked and 
drove them bucls. 

The spokesinan said the Japanese 
have reason to believe that the eng- 
agement was marked by the first 
appearance of = regular Red Army 
soldiers, whereas In previous clashes 
only Border) Guards had cen 
involved. Conscquently the Japan- 
ese were inclined to take au serious 
view of the situation, claiming that 
Soviet planes which yesterday raided 
Kojo numbered 30. They dropped 
many bombs, causing — casualties 
‘among nen-combatants.—Kenter, 


JUST OP 


WARNING 
TO JAPAN 


Moscow, Aug. 3. 

“Japan is playing a ‘dangerous 
game. She is playing with fire,” 
says the Journal de Moscow in o 
lending article denling with the 
Changkufeng situation. 

The Japanese Government must 
fully renlise -that Tocal conflicts 
reaching the proportions of the 
present one may castly expand into 
general conflict, the jourmal warns. 

It warns Japan against subjecting 
the peace-loving Soviet to trlals in- 
definitely and sayg the Soviet wil 
not tolerate any violation of its 
borders, or that any irresponsible 
elements of the Japancse military 
clique or desparate politicians should 
clique of desperate politicians should 
organise the murder of Soviet fron- 
tier guards or attacks on the Red 
Army. 

Faced wlth these facts the Soviet 
would be compelled to take suffi- 
clently effectlye measures to put aon 
end to concrete violations of its 
Dorders and also finally to put an 
end to similar provocative suilles by 
Japanese and Manchurinns. 

It concludes that in everything 
that concerns the defence of the 
rights of its citizens and the Sevict 
frontiers Russiw fears no con- 
sequences, however fay-reaching they 
may be, and responsibility for these 
will rest with the Japanese Govern- 
ment.—Reuter.
